The Missouri senator's address was 
interrupted but a brief half-dozen 
times by senators who questioned 
him on minor points of information 
regarding the nayal estimates he sub- 
mitted, and when he had finished the 
debate drifted to other subjects.

So marvelous bas been the recent 
development in radio ‘telephone equip- 
ment that a receiving instrument, so 
simply installed that any person 
without electrical experience can eas- 
ily cut in on the passing sound waves, 
can be so regulated that any specific 
wave desired may be picked up and 
correspondingly any wave not desired 
ean be shut out. This is technically. 
konwn as “tuning in” on a specific 
wave, while the other waves are 
switched off by a simple electrical 
switch key. 

There are more than 600,000 radio 
telephone receivers now in operation, 
and the great problem for dozens of 
factories has been to make them rap- 
idly enough to supply the demand. 

The popular receiving set, complete 
in one unit, taking wave lengths up 
to 485 meters, costs around $50 and 
the more powerful sets used for as- 
sembly rooms, where tubes and am- 
plifiers are required cost around $100 
to $150 a set. In the several states 
adjacent to Michigan where The De- 
troit News has recently installed a 
radio broadcasting station, there is 
scarcely a town where boards of trade, 
clubs and so on have not already in- 
stalled receiving sets. 

The same is true in the southwest 
where The Kansas City Star has in- 
stalled a broadcasting station. In the 
middle Atlantic states and as far west. 
as Illinois there have been tens of 
thousands of home and assembly re- 
ceivers installed within the past 90 
days by reason of the great broad- 
casting station of the Westinghouse 
Electric company in East Pittsburg. 

History has never recorded such a 
rapid development in the essential 
usefulness and almost indispensable 
business and agricultural necessity of 
any great modern invention as has 
been the development of radio tele- 
phony in the nast few months. 

Tt is regarded bv scientists. gov- 
ernment officials. bankers, commer- 
cial men, farmers—hy everybody—as 
the greatest boon to business accuracy 
and exnedition ever devised by the 
brain of man. 

Tt is not a fad. It is an industrial 
revolution.

Borie Acid. 

Would it be of any benefit, in case 
of eyestrain from drafting, to use an 
eye cup with a solution of boric acid, 
to strengthen the eyes? Or what would 
you suggest—(O. A. W.) 

ANSWER—Boric acid is an anti- 
septic, comparatively harmless, and 
non-irritating to the eyes. It does 
not strengthen the eyesight, of course, 
It would do no particular harm for 
you to bathe the eyes once or twice 
a day for a few weeks only, with a 
solution of a heaping teaspoonful of 
boric acid in a pint of boiled water, 
at about a tepid warmth, but if there 
is some defect of vision, as implied by 
eyestrain, you would do better to at- 
tend to correction of the lighting of 
the place where you work, or to have 
an eye specialist fit suitable glasses 
for you to wear at your work.

The written requests for warrants or a grand jury investigation 
goes into a detailed explanation of the law defining bucket shops, pro- 
hibited under the penal law. The law “is clear and explicit,” the 
magistrate said, in establishing legislation to prevent “fetitious and 
make-believe sales” and defines as a bucket shop any building or place 
“where any contract prohibited by this article is made or offered to 


be made.” 


Magistrate McAdoo criticised the exchange for lowering the unit 
upon which “wagers” were made from 100 to 10 bales, and added that 
it was a serious misfortune for the large number of foolish dupes who 
indulged in this form of gambling, and their aggregate losses must have 


been great.” 
A Higher Unit. 

“It would have been better,” he 
aaid, “if the unit had been higher than 
100 bales.’ 

“Even when the speculating is car- 
ried on within the law, it calls f for a 
large means in order to meet large 
losses.“ the magistrate declared, “but 
imagine the chances there are to the 
so-called customer when the game is 
often reduced to a wager with dis- 
honest and irresponsible persons, and 
when most of those speculating live 
far away from the exchange, in the 
cotton belt of the southern states. 

“The evidence shows that the lang- 
est part of the transactions on this 
exchange were simply wagers made on 
the fluctuations of the cotton market 
obtained by telephonic communication

Regarding witnesses who testified 
at the “John Doe” hearing, Magistrate 
McAdoo advised that “where they 
have frankly and fully and without re- 
serve given evidence materia! for the 
prosecution and for the public. bene- 
fit, I would advise that immunity be 
extended to them.” 

The district attorney, he added, 
had not asked the witnesses for waiv- 
ers of immunity. therefore they would 
not be liable, under the law, to prose- 
eution.
